Dear Brother,—I herewith give an 
account of my labours since my arrival 
in my native country, where I am 
doing some good as I am led and 
— by the Spirit and blessing of 


I left my home in Idaho on the 8th 
‘day of April, 1882, being called at the 
Conference to take a mission to Great 
Britain. Landingin Liverpool on the 
29th uf the same month, in 2 
with twenty-three other Elders, 
was assigned to labor in Scotland. 
On arriving here, I was sent to labor 
and visit my relations in and around 
Arbroath, and to travel and take in 
Montrose and all that country as far 
morth as Aberdeen, and until lately I 
have been trying to introduce the 
Gospel in new fields, or where the 
Gospel has not been preached for 
thirty-one years since I traveled there 
as a local missionary, then a boy 
seventeen years of age. The ‘differ- 
ence between then and now is very 
great to a traveling Elder. The — 
ple are not less intelligent, their 
‘worldly comfort has rather improved, 
but there is a hardness with them, a 
hauglitiness, indifference, pride, love 
of the world, with a set form of wor- 
shipping error, and allowing them- 
gel ves to be bound, and that strongly, 
by that power which has corrupted all 
nations. Because of this it is difficult 
for the Elders to get at the people. 
Still, I can convince many of the 
folly of their forms uf worship, and of 
¢he truth of the work of God and the 
Gospel as restored through ‘Joseph 
Smith, but very few have the courage 
to step out and obey, so strong are 
the bands that bind them. They are 
wfraid of their “ bread and butter,” 
the feeling is so strong inst the 


doctrines of the Latterday Saints. 
I have used every effort in Mont- 
rose, Stonehaven and Aberdeen, to 
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bring the Gospel before the people, 
by out-door preaching, and in halls, 
when I could get them, but as a gene- 
ral thing when it was found that the 
halls were to be used for “ Mormon” 
lectures, the owners did not wish to 
let them. I have distributed about 
800 tracts among the people, includin 


| ministers and prominent men, an 


have made it a point to mail our works 
to them with my name and address, 
so that they might callon me. Ihave 
also sent out about 1500 cards, an- 
nouncing discourses by myself, on th. 
restoration of the Everlasting Gonpe 
with place of meeting on one side an 
the articles of faith on the other, a 
very handsome advertising card,—but 
all to little purpose at present, except 
as a warning and the preaching of thi 
Gospel as a witness. The Lord has 
blessed me in many ways, but this 
cold climate has impaired my heelth 
some, caused by much outdoor preach- 
ing, but I have improved much of late. 
I have sought by prayer dnd faithful- 
ness to do my duty in warning the 
people, have planted in good faith, 
oping someone will come after me 
and water and reap the harvest, as 
God gives the increase.
